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Wrong locks lock-ins for crew cut schoolchildren

A SCHOOL in Tipton has warned 
parents their children will not be 
allowed out during break time if 
they continue to attend with ‘un¬ 
acceptable’ hairstyles. 

Summerhill Primary School has banned 
boys having hair under grade-two length, 
or ‘small ponytails’ on a shaved head while 
girls’ bobbles and headbands must be blue 
or black. 

Leaders said the 
policy had been en¬ 
forced as the styles 
could cause distrac¬ 
tions or raise ‘health 
and safety concerns’. 

But a parent has 
hit out at the school 
after she said she was 
told her seven-year- 
old son’s hair would 
have to change as it 
was ‘not acceptable’. 

A letter has been sent home to parents which warns 
children who don’t comply will have to say indoors 
while their classmates enjoy play time ‘until the mat¬ 
ter is resolved’. 

Lauren Dale, whose son Mason is in Year 3, be¬ 
lieves the Upper Church Lane school have gone too 
far in punishing the children. Part of the youngster’s 
hair is shaved at grade-one level - 3mm long - which 
goes against school policy which states hair must be 
no shorter than grade two, which is 6mm long. 

Rectify 

Miss Dale said: “For the last couple of years he has 
had short back and sides with a side parting and noth¬ 
ing has ever been said. It’s ridiculous. I think it is 
too extreme. If he had a Mohican sprayed blue then I 
could understand.” 

In the letter to parents, the school says it has ex¬ 
perienced ‘more and more children coming to school 
with hairstyles that are unacceptable’ and that par¬ 
ents will be given until a certain date to rectify their 
child’s hair. If they fail to adhere, the child will have 
to stay in at break, it states. 

Miss Dale, aged 27, believes there are more im¬ 
portant things to be concerned with at school than 
children’s hairstyles. She said: “He goes to school, 
wears his uniform, has had 100 per cent attendance, 
works hard and is never in trouble. That is what is 
important.” 

However, head teacher Kerry Rochester defended 
the school’s ‘high standards’. She said: “Both parents 
and pupils are made aware of our high expectations 
and aspirations before they choose the school and we 
have a very clear uniform and presentation policy. 
This has been in place for several years.”

Black Country Asians 
top Midlands rich list 

HALF of the 10 wealthiest Asians 
across the Midlands are from the 
Black Country - including the 
two richest, new figures reveal. 

Billionaire Ranjit Boparan, who 
owns the West Bromwich-based 2 Sis¬ 
ters Food Group, kept his position at 
the top of the region’s rich list for the 
fourth consecutive year. 

He finished ahead of Wolverhampton 
steel tycoon Lord Swraj Paul, owner of 
Caparo, in second place. The entry point to 
qualify for this year’s list was £12 million. 

Despite another tough year for the econ¬ 
omy, a total of 51 millionaires fitted the 
category, totting up a net worth of £3.89 
billion. 

The figure was £474m lower than last 
year, largely due to a difficult 12 months 
for 2 Sisters and Caporo in their industry 
sectors. The youngest entry this year was 
Kavi Jundu, the 36-year-old owner of West 
Bromwich packaging supply company Dia¬ 
mond Box. 

Consolidated 

The list included five Wolverhampton 
businessmen, five from West Bromwich, 
two in Wednesbury, two from Smethwick 
and a Dudley-based entrepreneur. 

Despite the tough year, which saw 
husband and wife team Ranjit and Baljit 
Boparan suffer significant losses in their 
overall wealth - dropping below their 2015 
billionaire status to £900m - 2 Sisters con¬ 
solidated its position. The Caparo Group 
was valued at £500m. 

By contrast, the list showed that 27 of 
the 51 millionaires have seen an overall in¬ 
crease in their net worth, although another 
15 trod water to maintain their positions, 
whilst nine dropped in their valuations. 

The Midlands millionaires were signifi¬ 
cantly younger - with an average age of 54 
compared to 61 for those featured on the 
national rich list. 

Shailesh Solanki, executive editor of 
AMG, said: “The power of the Midlands 
and the growing impact that Asian busi¬ 
nesses have on the local and regional econ¬ 
omy is clear.’’Also in the top 10 were Tony 
Deep Wouhra, of Smethwick-based East 
End Foods(£90m), West Bromwich’s Paul 
Bassi, of Bonde Wolfe (£85m) and Dud¬ 
ley business couple Palminder and Enrez 
Singh, who run SEP Properties (£82m).

Fears raised 
on problems 
found after 
CQC visited 

AN ‘unpleasant odour’, damaged furni¬ 
ture and a series of blindspots. 

These are just some of the problems 
found at a hospital when the Black 
Country Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust was inspected by the CQC. 

The trust, which provides mental 
health and learning disability services 
across the Black Country, has been told 
it needs to improve after concerns were 
raised over its safety. 

Inspectors highlighted issues with the 
storage of medicine, staffing levels and 
blind spots among a host of others. 

The trust, which provides services to 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Dudley and 
Walsall, was told the safety of its men¬ 
tal health services, the effectiveness of 
these services and the leadership of the 
services all required improvement. 

Despite being rated as good by CQC 
inspectors for its level of caring and re¬ 
sponsiveness, it still received an overall 
rating of requires improvement. 

In its report, the CQC found that 
Abbey ward, Charlemont ward and Friar 
ward at Hallam Street Hospital in West 
Bromwich all had blindspots. 

This is on top of the wards being in 
a ‘poor state’ with stained and damaged 
walls, carpets and furniture and an ‘un¬ 
pleasant odour throughout the ward 
areas’. 

Inspectors also found ‘significant risks 
in relation to staffing levels’ at Health 
Visiting Family Inclusion Team that the 
trust runs and medication ‘not properly 
stored’ at Complex Care North in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Debris is sucked 
out of aqueduct 

SILT and debris from the bottom of 
Smethwick’s 190-year-old Engine Arm 
Aqueduct has been sucked out of the 
canal by a giant vacuum cleaner ahead 
of repairs to a Grade II listed structure. 

The silt has built up over a number of 
decades and was sucked out so engineers 
from the charity, Canal & River Trust, 
can get into the bottom of the aqueduct 
to carry out repairs to the old brickwork 
and waterproof liner. 

Enough silt to fill around 1,000 bath 
tubs, was removed. The 52ft long aque¬ 
duct was built in 1825 and carries the 
Engine Arm Canal over the Birmingham 
Canal Navigation in Smethwick. 

Historically, this Scheduled Ancient 
Monument helped transfer vital water 
supplies to keep West Midlands canals 
topped up. 

New safeguarding 
board chief chosen 

PENNY Thompson CBE has been ap¬ 
pointed as the new independent chair of 
the Birmingham Safeguarding Children 
Board. 

She takes over the post from Jane 
Held, whose four-year term ended in 
March.

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11 charged 
since car 
cruising ban 
brought in 

ELEVEN so-called boy racers have 
been charged since a Black Coun¬ 
try-wide injunction was introduced 
to end the menace of car cruising just 
over a year ago. 

Police say the number of inci¬ 
dents has fallen sharply since the 
ground-breaking ban across four bor¬ 
oughs was brought in, and predict 
that the trend will continue. 

Seven culprits were caught earlier 
this month, while the first to fall foul 
of the ban was sentenced in August. 

The restriction - covering roads 
across Wolverhampton, Sandwell, 
Dudley and Walsall - was brought 
into force in February last year, pre¬ 
venting people from promoting, or¬ 
ganising or publicising a car cruise, as 
well as taking part in one. The move 
was launched in following a rise in 
groups congregating at hotspots in 
the Black Country to race each other. 

The 11 racers have been convicted 
of contempt of court, and further 
prosecutions are pending, say police. 
They warn offenders could face up to 
two years in prison or a large fine. 

The injunction, introduced in 
February 2015, defines car cruising 
as the act of drivers meeting on the 
public highway on an organised or 
impromptu basis to race or show off 
in their cars. 

Chief Inspector Jed White from 
West Midlands Police’s motorway 
policing unit said: “The injunction 
enables us to continue to tackle those 
individuals who flout the laws of the 
road and pose a danger for innocent 
members of the public.”

A BLACK Country MP has backed a 
campaign to give terminally ill work¬ 
ers more protection in their jobs. 

John Spellar, MP for Warley, at¬ 
tended a cross-party event to support 
the TUC’s Dying to Work campaign. 

He said: “People battling a terminal 
illness deserve choice and shouldn’t 
be forced to undergo stressful HR pro¬ 
cedures. Furthermore, it is shocking 
to think that if people with terminal 
illnesses are dismissed or forced out 
of their jobs that their loved ones will 
lose the death in service payments 
that the employee has planned for.” 

The campaign was set up after Jacci 
Woodcook, a 58-year-old sales man¬ 
ager from Derbyshire, was forced out 
of her job after being diagnosed with 
terminal breast cancer.

Former Chance site 
set for £lOm revamp 


HOMES and shops will will be built 
at an historic former glassworks in 
Smethwick as part of £10 million re¬ 
generation of the site. 

Plans to redevelop the Chance Brothers 
Glassworks site, including the iconic sev¬ 
en-storey building overlooking the M5, 
have been unveiled. 

The Chance Glass Works Heritage Trust 
said it was aiming to create a mixed-use devel¬ 
opment which would bring the eight-acre site 
back into use after years of being derelict. 

It is hoped the development could be created 
in the next 10 years. The masterplan is at an 
embryonic stage, with the trust concentrating 
on trying to find the £10 million of funding it 
would be needed to bring the ambitious scheme 
to fruition. Major developers would also need to 
be brought on board. 

Group trustee Graham Fisher said several 
companies had already shown an interest. 

He said: “We are looking to regenerate the 
whole area. It will be a mixed development, 
including homes, offices and retail. This rep¬ 
resents a fantastic opportunity to undertake a 
high-end development on a prestigious site in 
the West Midlands which will help focus on the 
heritage which made the area so great. 

Heyday 

“It will be within the next 10 years - five to 
seven years from when we put the shovels in 
the ground, whenever that may be.” 

The Chance Brothers Glassworks off Spon 
Lane was a household name in its heyday and 
around 90 per cent of all reflective glass used 
for lighthouses around the world was produced 
by the firm. The glass face on London’s Big Ben 
was also made in Smethwick. 

Various buildings remain but the main fea¬ 
ture of the site is the prominent 19th century 
seven-storey building, which is covered in scaf¬ 
folding close to junction one of the M5. 

Mr Fisher said: “We are aiming for some¬ 
thing special. It lends itself to homes - it would 
make for wonderful flats or studio apartments. 
It is a unique building and very special atten¬ 
tion will be paid to it.” 

Mr Fisher said the development would retain 
much of the site’s rich history. 

“There will be a heavy emphasis on herit¬ 
age,” he said. 

“We would like to place a lighthouse there 
as Chance were famous for making lighthouse 
equipment.”

Arranged marriage woman in suicide 


A 20-YEAR-OLD woman committed 
suicide following an arranged mar¬ 
riage, an inquest heard. The body of 
Shareen Liaqat of Legge Street, West 
Bromwich, was found by contractors 
working on the Smethwick canal on 
January 27. 

It was heard how Miss Liaqat had 
called her brother Nadeem at around 
7.10pm on the evening before her 
body was discovered. Cause of death 


was confirmed as drowning though 
the body had suffered damage after 
death due to being caught in a pro¬ 
peller of a tug boat. 

Lead coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try Zafar Saddique gave a verdict of 
suicide. He said: “It seems to me she 
was leading a slight double life. She 
doesn’t seem entirely happy with her 
arranged marriage but saying that 
it’s not completely clear to me. How¬ 


ever she did go into that canal volun¬ 
tarily and all I can conclude is that 
sadly she took her own life.” 

Speaking at the inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick council house on April 14, Mr 
Liaqat said: “She sounded a bit 
upset. She just said ‘when mom and 
dad come to look for me I’ll be in 
Smethwick canal.’ I asked her what 
was wrong and she said ‘I’ve got to 
go, I have to go now.’” 


A laptop recovered revealed she 
had looked up Islamic prayers follow¬ 
ing suicide and Islamic teachings on 
suicide as well as high buildings and 
canals. It was heard Miss Liaqat was 
subject to a public protection order 
in June 2014 to prevent her family 
taking her abroad to marry. 

However, she had travelled to 
Pakistan and married a cousin, two 
years older, in December 2015.

Jail for driver who led 
police on 12-mile chase

A MOTORIST who led po¬ 
lice on a dangerous 12-mile 
chase through residential 
Black Country roads in 
broad daylight at speeds 
reaching 80mph has been 
jailed. 

For 20 minutes, father-of-four 
Abdul Rashid carried out ‘a lit¬ 
any of dangerous driving ma¬ 
noeuvres’ including overtaking 
on blind corners, driving on the 
wrong side of the road and caus¬ 
ing two collisions. 

Judge Nicolas Webb told him: 
“What moral values lead someone to 
drive in that way with such reckless 
abandon of innocent motorists I do 
not begin to understand.” 

Mr William Dudley, prosecuting, 
said that police officers in Lye began 
following Rashid’s Volkswagen Golf 
at 10.45am on May 22 last year, be¬ 
lieving it to be involved in the trans¬ 
portation of drugs. Three unmarked 
police cars tried to stop his vehicle 
in a ‘boxing in’ manoeuvre but he 
broke free of the trap and drove off. 

Wholesale 

Mr Dudley said: “What ensued 
was 20 minutes worth of dangerous 
driving, covering a distance of 10 to 
12 miles at significantly excessive 
speeds.” 

Rashid, who runs a wholesale 
business, notched up at least 60mph 
on 30mph restricted roads, includ¬ 
ing residential areas and outside 
a school. In pursuit of him, police 
reached speeds of up to 75-80mph, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. He collided with one car 
during the prolonged getaway and 
caused another driver to swerve 
so vehemently that another car 
crashed into him. 

Two bags of cannabis were found 
in the back of the vehicle. His pas¬ 
senger has been charged in connec¬ 
tion with them, the court heard. 

Rashid, of Barrett Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving. He was jailed for 12 months 
and disqualified from driving for 
four years.

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Jamieson's 
pledge over 
1,000 more 
beat police 

A TOTAL of 1,000 extra police of¬ 
ficers will be out on the beat if David 
Jamieson is re-elected as police and 
crime commissioner, he has pledged. 

Commissioner Jamieson made the 
promise on Twitter on April 18, stat¬ 
ing he will seek to recruit 1,000 of¬ 
ficers rather than the current figure 
which aims to recruit 450. 

The vow, would represent a U-turn 
for the police force, who announced in 
November last year, that the number 
of PCSOs was to fall from 535 to 119 
over the next five years, a reduction 
of 416 positions, as part of a plan to 
make £130m of savings by 2020. 

The news comes after Commis¬ 
sioner Jamieson announced, in De¬ 
cember 2015, that there would be no 
compulsory redundancies of Police 
Community Support Officers (PCSOs) 
of which there is currently 674 in the 
West Midlands, and that the police 
would sell off the buildings they own, 
as well as reduce the number they 
rent in order to deal with funding 
cuts. 

Protect 

The commissioner also pledged to 
protect PCSOs, vowing to equip po¬ 
lice with the best modern technology 
to protect themselves while out on the 
beat in their local communities. 

Commissioner Jamieson said: “The 
Conservative government has hit 
West Midlands Police harder than 
any other force in the country. I have 
taken the tough decisions to prioritise 
what matters most and as a result of 
which if re-elected I will be able to 
increase recruitment by 1000, having 
already protected PCSOs from redun¬ 
dancy.” 

Four candidates will be standing for 
the for the PCC elections on May 5, 
for a chance of securing the £100,000 
a year job. Incumbent Mr Jamieson 
will stand as the candidate for the La¬ 
bour Party.

Top level review joy for 
school in turnaround 


A SCHOOL in Sandwell has been 
recognised by the Government fol¬ 
lowing a remarkable turnaround in 
its fortunes over the last few years. 

Blackheath Primary School is one of 
around 10 schools that have been includ¬ 
ed in a Government programme after 
making rapid improvements. 

The school in Britannia Road, Rowley Regis, 
was told it needed to improve by Ofsted follow¬ 
ing an inspection four years ago. But staff more 
than rose to the challenge with the surge in 
standards catching the attention of ministers. 

Headteacher Pali Nahal said: “The Govern¬ 
ment made contact about three months ago 
and asked us if we would like to take part in 
a Parliamentary review. About 10 schools na¬ 
tionally take part. We found out they wanted 
us to take part because of how well our pupils 
were doing. 

“They were getting to the end of Year 6 with 
results above the national average whereas 
four years ago pupils’ attainment was below 
average.” 

Recognised 

As part of the programme, the school will act 
as a case study so it can be used as an example 
to others on how they can improve. The school 
is believed to be the first in Sandwell to take 
part in the scheme and has been recognised for 
having outstanding leadership. 

Mrs Nahal said: “It’s brilliant. It’s rewarding 
our hard work as a school and everything we 
have put in place following the Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion and the transformation of the school. 

“We have slowly progressed and are sustain¬ 
ing our results.” 

The school has undergone wholesale changes 
since the disappointing inspection result in 
2012 which have included an overhaul of staff. 
But Mrs Nahal says it is more subtle changes 
which have made the school a more enjoyable 
place to learn. 

She said: “We have changed the school’s en¬ 
vironment. The Year 1 classroom has become 
a rainforest and there is even a cockatiel there 
to make it a bit more real. Key Stage 1 has be¬ 
come the creators’ academy, with a music mak¬ 
ers’ classroom and a minecraft classroom. They 
really enjoy it and everyone, the staff and the 
parents, are on board.” 

Mrs Nahal is so pleased with the turnaround 
in fortunes that she had requested a new Of¬ 
sted inspection.

“Hopefully sufficient pressure can be 
brought to bear so that British Gas change 
their minds. 

“Clearly the council will help in whatever 
way we can with the work of the taskforce.” 

British Gas bosses reiterated that they made 
the ‘difficult decision’ to propose closing the 
site due to customers increasingly contacting 
them via online platforms. 

The firm’s managing director of customer 
operations, Claire Miles, said: “Since last 
summer British Gas has been implementing a 
strategy to improve service and reduce costs, 
to ensure we can price competitively. 

“We must also respond to the changing 
needs of our customers, and they increasingly 
want to contact us online. 

“For these reasons we are planning to con¬ 
solidate our activity on fewer sites, and we 
have made the difficult decision to propose 
closing our Oldbury office and call centre.” 


Hammer blow 
closure jobs 

PETE MADELEY outlines the 
reaction to British Gas chiefs’ 
plan to axe hundreds of jobs in 
the Black Country 

MPS, councillors and union offi¬ 
cials have come together to con¬ 
demn the ‘hammer blow’ planned 
axing of 684 jobs at British Gas in 
Oldbury. 

Following the announcement, the 
Prime Minister immediately announced 
he was launching a task force to look into 
the plans by the energy company to close 
its office at Swallowfield One in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road. 

Most of those being made redundant will be 
call centre workers and office support staff. 

Union leaders criticised British Gas for 
shedding jobs while the company remained 
profitable. Spokeswoman Leonie Edwards said 
consultation with the GMB and Unison unions 
was under way. “This is not a reflection on the 
people at Oldbury who work very hard for our 
customers,” she said. “We have to consolidate 
what we are doing to fewer sites.” 

Adverse 

Centrica’s group-wide efficiency review 
found fewer customers are calling British Gas 
on the telephone with many doing their busi¬ 
ness online instead. 

Unite regional co-ordinating officer Paresh 
Patel said: “This announcement is a hammer 
blow for the workforce at Oldbury and their 
families, as well as having an adverse impact 
on the local economy. Unite’s position is that 
we need to do whatever we can to keep this 
site open and the 45-day consultation pro¬ 
cess will provide us with a platform to hear 
about the proposals in more detail and also 
to put forward alternative solutions. British 
Gas remains a highly profitable company. It 
is looking at relocating its Oldbury operation 
between three other sites - Erdington (in Bir¬ 
mingham), Leicester and Stockton.” 

The cuts are part of a long-term efficiency

drive by parent company Centrica, which has 
already slashed 800 jobs in the first three 
months of 2016. The firm occupies three floors 
of the Oldbury building which is shared with 
the AA and has been located there since 2004. 

Oldbury ward Councillor Mahboob Hussain 
said: “It is very shocking news. I can recall in 
the last 12 months at Npower where a large 
amount of jobs were lost. It is very bad news 
for the people of Sandwell. I will be asking 
officers at Sandwell to get in touch with the 
people affected in these difficult times.” 

UNISON national energy officer Matt Lay 
said: “This is terrible news for the company’s 
Birmingham-based employees, who will be 
devastated at the prospect of losing their jobs. 

“British Gas might be losing customers, but 
it’s still a very profitable business. 

“The scale of the cuts will make compulsory 
redundancies hard to avoid.” 


Brian Strutton, GMB National Secretary, 
said: “This announcement has come com¬ 
pletely out of the blue and is further evidence 
of the way British Gas now sees staff as pawns 
to be sacrificed when it suits. 

“The Oldbury office has been performing 
well, the staff there have been delivering 
everything asked of them and more, yet all 
the while the company’s top brass on their 
multi-million pound pay packages have been 
harbouring secret plans to shut them down. 

“GMB will fight British Gas to try to protect 
every job we can but today things look bleak 
for the Oldbury workers.” 

Meanwhile, during Prime Minister’s 
question time last week, David Cameron 
announced the setting up of a taskforce of 
ministers to support workers affected by the 
proposed closure. 

The taskforce will be led by Minister for

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s Park woman 
tries to take 
toddler from 
his mother 

A WOMAN has reportedly tried to 
snatch a two-year-old from the arms 
of his mother in a park in Smethwick. 

Police swooped on Harry Mitchell 
Park, in Coopers Lane, within min¬ 
utes of the alleged attempted abduc¬ 
tion, during which the mother, aged 
35, was scratched. 

They have spoken to people at 
schools, dog walkers and residents in 
the aftermath of the incident, which 
happened at around 7.40am on Thurs¬ 
day April 14. 

Members of the community spoke 
of their shock, labelling it a ‘frighten¬ 
ing’ incident. 

A young mother who often walks 
her baby boy in the park, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “I feel there 
should be CCTV here after something 
like this. This park is usually really 
quiet you wouldn’t think anything 
like that would happen here. 

“It is frightening to think that your 
child could be playing and you turn 
away for two minutes then they are 
taken. It makes me think twice of 
coming here with my baby now.” 

Police are now urgently trying to 
trace the woman today in an effort to 
establish what happened, and extra 
officers are now patrolling the area. 

She was described as dark skinned, 
in her mid 20s and around 5ft 8ins 
tall. She was wearing a long, light 
coloured ankle-length skirt and a light 
jacket. She had her hair pulled up and 
covered in a dark headscarf or ban¬ 
dana and was wearing hoop earrings. 

Detective Inspector Colin Mattin- 
son, from Smethwick CID, said: “We 
continue to appeal for information 
and would ask anyone who was in the 
area of Coopers Lane on Thursday 
and who may have seen this woman 
to come forward. The child was un¬ 
harmed but the mother was scratched 
during the incident.”

Speed limit to be cut on super hospital road 


THE speed limit on a busy road in 
which the new super hospital is being 
built on in Smethwick is set to be re¬ 
duced. 

The A457 Grove Lane is currently a 
40mph road, but Sandwell Council are 
looking to reduce it down to 30mph to 
accommodate the £353 million Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital set to be 
built and officially opened in 2018. 


The 670-bed hospital is due to 
take up 16 acres on Grove Lane, but 
a further 31 acres of land between 
Grove Lane, Cranford Street Heath 
Street and Dugdale Street is to be 
transformed and filled with other em¬ 
ployment opportunities and housing 
schemes. 

Council chiefs have enforced the 
order on the lane under Traffic Regu¬ 


lation Order 2007, which is 200 metres 
north of the roundabout junction with 
Dudley Road, Cape Hill. 

Councillor Richard Marshall be¬ 
lieved the speed reduction was a ‘safe 
and sensible’ idea and in line with the 
hospital plans. He said: “Grove Lane is 
a very busy road and I’ve had a num¬ 
ber of complaints about speeding on 
several different occasions.” 


HE trekked dozens of miles along one of the world’s most 
iconic landmarks and now after a year-long campaign to 
raise vital funds for Birmingham Children’s Hospital, a Tipton 
tyre centre boss has doubled his target.

Jason said: “The trek was a very 
tough challenge walking thousands 
of steps up very steep terrain for six 
to eight hours a day. When I got there 
it was twice as hard as I thought. My 
legs were in bits after five days and 
you can’t really prepare yourself for it. 
There were a lot of steps. 

“It was a really fantastic experience 
though and one of the best things I 
have done in my life, I never thought 
I would go there. The charity is close 
to my heart as my son was diagnosed 
with leukaemia when he was just four 
years old, he had three years of treat¬ 
ment at Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital and they saved his life for which 
we will be eternally grateful. 

“He is now in remission and cele¬ 
brated his 21st birthday last year.” 
The feat was among one of many activ¬ 
ities that Jason took part in 2015 and 
dedicated his time to. He originally set 
the challenge of raising £10,000 but 
has doubled that. 

Other activities saw him sell raffle 
tickets for 12 months at his company 
Addison Tyre Centre, in High Street, 
Tipton, which raised over £5,000 the 
winners in the firm’s charity raffle. 
Hannah Bruce won £400 worth of

tyres, Kevin Newell won a Monster 
Helmet cover, Steve Harris won Pire¬ 
lli Merchandise prize, James Roberts 
won VIP tickets to BSB at Silverstone. 

Bucket collections were also held at 
Asda in Tipton in September, raising 
£767.49. Jason also organised a fund¬ 
raising night at Sedgley Scout Hut and 
had £1,300 donated to him on his Just 
Giving page by Facebook friends. 

He also received thousands of 
pounds in donations from suppliers 
and customers. He added: “I would 
like to say a big thankyou to everyone 
who has supported me with this and I 
am proud to have presented a cheque 
for £20,341.18 to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital.”

Crash tragedy driver 
avoids jail sentence 


Passers-by were stunned to discover the body of a dead three-foot 
monitor lizard among some rubbish at Small Heath park in Birmingham 


A DEAD 3ft long lizard was dumped 
next to a park in Birmingham. City 
council officers have launched an 
appeal for witnesses after the rep¬ 
tile was discovered in Small Heath. 

Enforcement officers working in 
the area were alerted to the dead 
animal by a member of the public, 
who spotted the lizard on the edge 
of Hay Barn Recreation Ground. 

The Bose monitor lizard, which 
is believed to have been kept as an 
exotic pet, bore no signs of injury 
and was not micro-chipped. Officers 
took the animal away and its body 
was incinerated, as required by law. 


Abandoning rubbish of any kind, 
including dead animals, is illegal 
and offenders can face an unlimited 
fine and up to five years’ in jail if 
convicted at crown court. 

Environmental health officers 
are investigating and scrutinising 
CCTV footage to help identify the 
person or people responsible. 

Jacqui Kennedy, acting strategic 
director of place at the city council, 
said: “The discovery of a large dead 
lizard dumped as ‘rubbish’ is not 
only unacceptable, it is disturbing 
that someone would do this in the 
first place.” 


A MOTORIST who killed his 
cousin when he crashed into a 
minibus on a dangerous bend 
on a Black Country road has es¬ 
caped a prison sentence. 

Shvan Taib, from Walsall, has been 
treated for post traumatic stress disor¬ 
der since the tragic accident almost a 
year ago and has not been able to work 
since, the court heard. 

The 45-year-old former Amazon worker’s 
female cousin and close friend, 39-year-old 
Sheler Galli, died of multiple injuries as a 
result of the crash on Park Lane, near Hill 
Top Golf Course, West Bromwich, in May 
last year. 

Mr Ayoub Khan, his defence counsel, 
said that although Taib suffered relatively 
minor injuries in the crash, he had been 
traumatised by it. He was an experienced 
driver with a clean licence and the collision 
had been ‘a one-off,’ he said. 

Shunted 

Taib lost control of his silver Peugeot car, 
which went into a spin, crossing into the 
path of the white Ford Transit minibus. He 
claimed the minibus driver had shunted 
him from behind and later alleged he span 
out of control after hitting a pothole. The 
trial was halted for police to investigate 
these claims, but they did not stand up. 

Sentencing him at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, Judge John Wait described 
the collision as ‘a tragic accident.’ 

He told Taib: “The greatest punishment 
that arises out of that comes from the 
knowledge you must have that you are re¬ 
sponsible for her death. I accept that it has 
been a terrible shock to you.” 

Taib, who denied causing death by care¬ 
less driving, was found guilty following a 
short trial. The jury took just 45 minutes 
to reach a unanimous decision. He was sen¬ 
tenced to four months in jail, suspended for 
18 months, and disqualified from driving 
for two years. He was also ordered to pay 
£500 towards the prosecution costs.

Court puts brakes 
on highway menace

STREET racers are being warned 
they could lose their car, their job 
or even their liberty if they take 
part in a car cruise in the Black 
Country. 

An injunction is in force banning peo¬ 
ple from taking part in a car cruise any¬ 
where within the four Black Country bor¬ 
oughs - Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton - or from promoting, 
organising or publicising such an event. 

The injunction defines car cruising as the 
act of drivers meeting on the public highway 
on an organised or impromptu basis to race 
or show off in their cars, and anyone breach¬ 
ing it risks being in contempt of court, for 
which they could face up to two years in pris¬ 
on and a fine. 

To date, 11 people have been convicted of 
breaching the injunction and have received 
suspended prison sentences and ordered to 
pay costs. 

Police can also take action against individ¬ 
uals for traffic offences including driving with¬ 
out due care and attention, driving without 
insurance - no insurance policy covers illegal 
street racing - or driving an unroadworthy 
vehicle. 

The injunction was introduced last year to 
tackle the menace of car cruising, which was 
blighting the lives of residents and having a 
detrimental impact on businesses through¬ 
out the region. And it has had an instant 
impact, with police and councils reporting a 
significant reduction in car cruising across 
the Black Country, and the problem being 
eliminated altogether in many areas. The in¬ 
junction prohibits a number of activities and 


consequences typically associated with car 
cruising, including speeding, racing or driv¬ 
ing in convoy, performing stunts, obstructing 
the highway, excessive noise, and causing 
the risk of harm to people or property. 

Chief Inspector Jed White from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Motorway Policing unit said: 
“Street racing is completely unacceptable 
and we will not tolerate it. 

“People who think about taking part in a 
car cruise - whether as a driver, passenger 
or even spectator - should be very clear 
about the likely consequences. 

“The same applies to people who either 
organise a car cruise or actively promote it. 


“Anyone who is convicted of contempt of 
court by breaching the injunction could face 
jail or be hit with a large fine. 

“At the same time, by committing traffic of¬ 
fences they could be banned from driving or 
have their car seized.” 

The four Black Country councils and West 
Midlands Police secured the ground-break¬ 
ing injunction after receiving hundreds of 
complaints about car cruising from residents 
and businesses over a number of years. 

They ranged from complaints about dan¬ 
gerous driving, speeding and vehicles and 
spectators obstructing highways or resi¬ 
dential or business properties, to excessive 


noise, littering, verbal abuse and intimida¬ 
tion. 

There has been a significant reduction in 
car cruising activity across the Black Coun¬ 
try since the injunction came into force, and 
Chief Insp White added: “The injunction en¬ 
ables us, together with our partners, to con¬ 
tinue to tackle those individuals who flout 
the laws of the road and pose a danger for 
innocent members of the public.”

Injunction details 

1 It is forbidden for anyone to participate in “car 
cruising” (as defined in the schedule below) any¬ 
where within the claimants’ combined geographical 
area known locally as the Black Country Area. 

2 It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, organ¬ 
ise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or any pub¬ 
lication or broadcast, any “car cruising” within the 
defined geographical area. 

3 A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 Police 
and Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall apply to clause 
1 above. 

4 The order and power of arrest shall continue for 
3 years following the commencement of this order or 
until it is varied or discharged by the court. This order 
shall come into effect at midnight on 2 February 2015 
provided that the Claimants have completed certain 
steps. It shall, subject to further order, expire at mid¬ 
night 1 February 2018. 

5 Personal service of this injunction is dispensed 
with pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1 “Car Cruising” means two or more motor vehicles 
(including motorbikes) between the hours of 3pm and 
7am being on a highway or in a publicly accessible 
place within the Black Country Area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of the 
prohibited activities listed in clause 3 below which 
causes, or is capable of causing, any of the prohibited 
consequences set out in clause 4 below. 

2 “Participating in car cruising” means being the 
driver of, or being carried in (or on), a motor vehicle 
(including motorbikes) in circumstances in which par¬ 
agraph 1 above applies. 

3 The prohibited activities referred to in clause 1 
above are: speeding; driving in convoy; racing; per¬ 
forming stunts; sounding horns/playing music as to 
cause a significant public nuisance; using foul or abu¬ 
sive language; using threatening, intimidating behav¬ 
iour towards another person; and causing obstruction 
on a public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4 The prohibited consequences referred to in 
clause 1 above are: excessive noise; danger or risk of 
injury to road users (including pedestrians); damage 
or significant risk of damage to property; significant 
risk of harm; significant public nuisance; and signifi¬ 
cant annoyance to the public.

Mew comedy series is 
a real Royal affair 


T o mark the Queen’s 90th 
birthday, there have been a 
few programmes that have 
promised an intriguing - but 
respectful - insight into what life is 
really like behind the closed doors of 
Buckingham Palace. 

However, Channel 4’s new sitcom 
The Windsors, which comes from 
Bert Tyler-Moore and George Jeffrie, 
aka the people who brought us Star 
Stories, definitely doesn’t fall into that 
category. Instead, it presents the 
royals as we’ve never seen them 
before. 

Bert explains: “It’s looking at the 
real Royal Family, so using the 
real people - Will, Kate etcetera - as 
our characters, and presenting them 
in a larger-than-life, fictional soap 
opera. 

“So it’s the real life Windsors, but 
done as if they’re in something like 
Dynasty or Dallas. It’s a very 
heightened and very silly parody 
version of reality, I suppose.” 

He adds: “We know the real Wills 
flies a helicopter, so we’ve 
exaggerated that to the Nth degree 


and have stories where our Wills is a 
real action-hero guy flying a 
helicopter and saving people’s lives 
and behaving like a Tom Cruise-type 
character.” 

You might think that the writing 
duo had planned the series to 
coincide with the Queen’s birthday 
but it seems there is no real agenda 
behind The Windsors beyond 
making people laugh. 

Bert says: “We never really thought 
“Oh wow, the Royal Family are 
crying out to be done.” They’re an 
institution that is always there. I think 
we just thought it was a funny idea, 
and then I suppose when we started 
thinking about it more seriously, we 
realised that they hadn’t really been 
done properly since Spitting Image, 
and that’s a long, long time ago. 
That’s 25-30 years ago now.” 

In fact, it seems if anything, 
working on the series has made the 
writers fonder of the royals in general 
- and one member in particular. 

George says: “I like our Prince 
Edward, who’s sort of our age group. 
He’s a contemporary of ours, and 


he’s often perceived as such a 
failure. So we’ve enjoyed a trip down 
memory lane, bringing up things 
people may have forgotten. Things 
like getting into Cambridge with a C 
and two D’s, It’s a Royal Knockout, 
being booted out of the marines after 
a couple of months. 

“It’s all in good fun. I like him a lot. 
They’re all great, but I think he’s my 
favourite.” 

We’ll get to meet the rest of the 
Windsors in this opening double bill, 
including Prince Charles (Harry 
Enfield) as he tries to keep order, 
Wills (Hugh Skinner), who wants to 
mingle with people, and Pippa 
Middleton (Morgana Robinson), who 
is determined to bag a prince of her 
own. 

The opening edition finds Kate 
(Louise Ford) attempting to win the 
royals over by helping Harry 
(Richard Goulding) with his fancy 
dress ball at Buckingham Palace. 
However, she’ll have to contend with 
a gate-crashing Sarah Ferguson 
(Katy Wix), and a scheming Camilla 
(Haydn Gwynne), who is out to 
sabotage her efforts.

A new Rolls Royce is a rare occasion, but 
its latest convertible is a creation to be sa¬ 
voured. 

Before the arrival of the Dawn, the Phantom Dro- 
phead Coupe was the only convertible model in the 
Rolls-Royce line up, and tremendous though that car 
is, there was clearly a need for a slightly more man¬ 
ageable version with a lower price tag and broader 
appeal. With the smaller Ghost II saloon and Wraith 
proving there’s a market for cars beneath the Phan¬ 
tom range, the Dawn is designed to meet those de¬ 
sires. 

Speak to Rolls-Royce about the Dawn and they explain 
how it’s designed to bring more sex appeal to the brand 
and attract younger customers - in fact, they go as far as 
describing it as “the sexiest Rolls-Royce ever built”. 

That’s for you to judge, but the Dawn gets a unique ex¬ 
terior, folding fabric roof and four-seater cabin, as well as 
the brand’s superlative standards of refinement and build 
quality. 

Choice is something of a misnomer when it comes to 
specifying your Dawn because you can have any colour 
you like, but it’s more crucial than ever to pick right when it 
comes to this particular car. 

More sober hues lend an air of discretion, but go for a 
lighter paint shade and a contrast roof and you can really 
see the modern influences. 

The Dawn has an almost California look to it, thanks to 
the wheelarches stretched tightly over the wheels and the 
slimmed down glass area. 

Supremely 

It’s not so extreme as to frighten off older buyers, but at 
the same time, if you start seeing Dawns cropping up in LA- 
set music videos, don’t be surprised. This really is a Royce 
for the YouTube generation. 

Rolls-Royce isn’t big on compromise either, so although 
the Dawn is billed as a 2+2, it’s a bit more generous than 
that. 

Up front of course there’s plenty of space, roof up or 
down, and although the wide centre console keeps you en¬ 
closed, it is in a comfortable manner. 

The rear space however makes the Dawn a genuine 
four-seater. The seats themselves are supremely comforta¬ 
ble, and even sat behind a six-footer there’s good legroom 
available. 

The roof is the key element to the Dawn driving experi¬ 
ence. With it raised, the cabin is cocooned and remarkably 
quiet, due in part to the effort Rolls-Royce put in with the six 
layers of fabric and ‘French seam’ stitching. It lowers in 22 
seconds and in beautifully-engineered silence, and you can 
lower it driving at up to 31 mph. 

However you have the roof, the Dawn delivers a sump¬ 
tuous driving experience you simply can’t find elsewhere. 
While the physical differences between it and the Phantom 
are relatively small, the Dawn is more engaging to drive and 
happy to be hurried briskly along country roads, but still, it 
always demands very little of you. 

The 6.6-litre VI2 barely emits a murmur, but is always 
ready to provide rapid and effort-free acceleration. 

There’s not much in the way of competition at its basic 
price of £250,000. 

It’s spectacular to look out from the outside with a flaw¬ 
less finish, while inside, there is a delightful mix of wood, 
leather and metal trim. 

More so than the rest of the Rolls-Royce range, the Dawn 
does have a little more to offer the younger buyer. Regard¬ 
less of their demographic, buyers are attracted to quality of 
design and thoughtfulness of execution, which the Dawn is 
a perfect example of. 

This car summed up in a single word: Magnificent

THERE is nothing more daunting than facing 
95,000 hostile supporters on a cold night in eastern 
Europe. But 37 years ago, that was the challenge 
faced by Ron Atkinson’s Albion side on their UEFA 
Cup adventure. 

A Baggies side packed full of stars, travelled out to Yugo¬ 
slavia to take on Red Star Belgrade at their imposing Mar- 
akana stadium. 

Having previously defeated Galatasaray, Braga and Va¬ 
lencia, Atkinson’s men had made it through to the quar¬ 
ter-finals of the tournament - the first time in the club’s 
history they had successfully navigated through three 
rounds of European competition. 

The day before, Albion’s players headed to a local televi¬ 
sion studio to watch a tape of their unknown opposition. 

Pressure 

And as they ran onto the pitch, an astonishing crowd of 95,300 
supporters lay in wait for what turned into a fiercely contested 
encounter from two well-matched sides. 

Atkinson’s line-up included Ally Robertson, Bryan Robson, 
Cyrille Regis, Laurie Cunningham and Ally Brown. 

Albion started the fixture slowly and had to withstand lots of 
early Red Star pressure as they adapted to playing under a whis¬ 
tle-happy referee unused to a physical English game. 

And they held on until the 85th minute, before a superbly struck 
free-kick from Dusan Savic - which clipped the inside of the post 
before finding the top corner - settled the first leg.

DAW SHUTS ON 
SPURS' HOPES

CRAIG Dawson cancelled out 
his first-half own goal with a 
header 17 minutes from time 
to earn Albion a draw that de¬ 
railed Tottenham’s title hopes 
at White Hart Lane. 

Having bundled Christian Eriksen’s 
free-kick into his own net in the 33rd 
minute, the Baggies right-back looked 
like he’d opened the floodgates for 
Mauricio Pochettino’s team. 

Spurs hit the woodwork three time, but Tony 
Pulis’s side slowly grew into the game and when 
they got the equaliser it was Dawson who found 
the net again, this time from a corner. 

The draw halts a three-match losing streak 
for Albion, but leaves Spurs seven points behind 
leaders Leicester with just three games remain¬ 
ing. 

Both former Tottenham target Saido Bera- 
hino and Baggies goalkeeper Ben Foster were 
unavailable with ankle injuries, forcing Pulis to 
bring Salomon Rondon and Boaz Myhill into the 
starting line-up.

He also replaced Sandro in central midfield 
with Craig Gardner. 

The title-chasers started on the front foot and 
Myhill was called into action twice in the open¬ 
ing six minutes. 

Although Eriksen’s free-kick was a nice height 
for the stand-in goalkeeper to tip around the 
post, it was a useful warm-up save for his superb 
reaction stop that denied Harry Kane moments 
later. The Premier League’s top scorer worked 
his way into the Albion box with a penetrating 
one-two with Dele Alii but Myhill’s reflexes 
pushed his shot on to the post and clear. 

Spurs hit the woodwork again as Eriksen’s 
free-kick beat Myhill, but it bounced off the top 
of the bar and over. 

A well-timed Gareth McAuley tackle denied 
Kane before the Spurs striker tested Myhill 
again from long range. 

But Albion eventually managed to get a tiny 
foothold in the game, and had their first shot on

the half-hour-mark when Craig Gardner blazed 
over Dawson’s low cross. 

That foothold was immediately relinquished 
though when another Eriksen free-kick finally 
yielded a Tottenham goal. 

It proved too dangerous for Dawson, who bun¬ 
dled it into his own net with his chest as he and 
Jan Vertonghen wrestled each other to the floor. 

Albion responded before half-time, winning a 
few corners and forcing the home side to block a 
couple of shots, but Hugo Lloris was never trou¬ 
bled in the Spurs goal. 

However, the home side were lucky to go into 
half-time with all 11 men because the officials 
missed a nasty punch from PFA Young Player of 
the Year Alii into Claudio Yacob’s midriff. 

Gardner berated referee Mike Jones all the way 


down the tunnel at half-time, but he was furious 
with the decision to award the free-kick that led 
to Tottenham’s goal. 

That grievance appeared to put some fire in 
the belly of the Albion players, who started the 
second half on a much more equal footing with 
their hosts. 

But just before the hour-mark Spurs nearly 
added a brilliant second. Eriksen played a gor¬ 
geous one-two with Alii before outpacing Yacob 
and squaring it to Kane, whose first-time guided 
shot hit the post and was scrambled clear. 

Hugo Lloris pulled off a superb reflex save to 
tip over Rondon’s thunderous shot destined for 
the roof of the net, but the Spurs captain came 
and failed to gather the resulting corner, allowing 
Dawson to head home an equaliser. 


Jodie fights 
back after 
Rio rejection 

BLACK Country triathlete Jodie Stimp- 
son responded to her Olympic heart¬ 
break by claiming second place in the 
World Series event in South Africa. The 
event consisted of a 750metre swim, 
20km cycle and 5km run. 

Stimpson, of Oldbury, was runner-up 
behind Non Stanford, from Wales, at the 
race in Cape Town. 

The 27-year-old found out last week 
she would not be competing in Rio after 
a disappointing race on the Gold Coast, 
in Australia. She tweeted after the race: 
“Been a terrible two weeks for me but 
had amazing support so thank you 
everyone in stunning Cape Town.” 

The two-times Commonwealth gold 
medal winner, had began her 2016 cam¬ 
paign well but a bad event on Australia’s 
Gold Coast cruelly ended her hopes of 
making the cut for Rio and she was sent 
the heart-breaking news of rejection via 
an email. 

In an emotional interview to BBC 
WM, she said: “We train three or four 
times a day but the hardest thing for me 
is being away from home and my family 
and friends for so long. 

“I’ve been away since the middle of 
October, that was the commitment that 
I had to give - especially going into an 
Olympic year. 

“I think that’s why it’s devastating. 
I put everything I’ve got into it and it 
came down to I wasn’t good enough. 
These are really hard times, I just feel a 
bit of a let down really. 

“Triathlon is an individual sport when 
you’re in that race. But people have 
helped me get here, they’re on that jour¬ 
ney with me. 

“They’ve enjoyed the highs with me 
but the lows are really low. The Olym¬ 
pics are the pinnacle of the sport and 
that’s what’s really heartbreaking, that 
I’m not going to be able to get there.”
